Dear Mr. Axam: 

This letter confirms the agreement between your client, Bryant McClain, and the Office of 
the United States Attorney for the District of Columbia (hereinafter also referred to as "the 
Government" or "this Office"). If your client accepts the terms and conditions of this offer, please 
have your client execute this document in the space provided below. Upon receipt of the executed 
document, this letter will become the plea agreement. The terms of the offer are as follows: 

Rrvant McClain's Obligations. Ackno wledgments and Waivers: 

1 Your client agrees to plead guilty to, and admit to violating, one count of Attempted 
Carrying a Pistol Without a License (Outside of the Home or Place of Business) in violation of 
22 D C Code §§ 4504(a), 1803, and one count of Possession of an Unregistered Firearm in 
violation of 7 D.C. Code §§ 2502.01(a), 2507.06 , each of which will be charged in an Information 
that will be filed in the United States District Court for the District of Columbia. A copy of the 
Information is attached. Your client understands that the offense of Attempted Carrying a Pistol 
Without a License (Outside of the Home or Place of Business) carries a potential maximum penalty 
of imprisonment of no more than 180 days and/or a fine of up to $1,000. Your chent understands 
that the offense of Possession of an Unregistered Firearm carries a potential maximum penalty of 
imprisonment of no more than lyear and/or a fine of up to $1,000. 

2. Your client agrees to, and hereby does, admit (a) his guilt to the above-referenced offenses 
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charge, and (b) the truthfulness of the facts set forth in the attached factual proffer as the basis for 
his admission of guilt. 

3 In entering this plea of guilty, your client understands and agrees to waive certain rights 
afforded to your client by the Constitution of the United States and/or by statute, including: the nght 
against self-incrimination with respect to the offense(s) to which your client is pleadmg guilty; the 
right to an indictment; the right to be tried by a jury or by a judge sitting without a jury; the nght to 
be assisted by an attorney at trial; and the right to confront and cross-examine witnesses. 

4 Your client understands that this Office reserves its full right of allocution for purposes 
of sentencing in this matter, hi particular, the United States reserves its right to recommend a 
specific period of incarceration and fine up to the maximum sentence of incarceration and fine 
allowable by law. hi addition, the Government reserves its right to full allocution m any post- 
sentence litigation in order to defend the Court's ultimate decision on such issues. Your client 
further understands that the Government retains its full right of allocution in connection with any 
post-sentence motion which may be filed in this matter and/or any proceeding(s) before the Bureau 
of Prisons, hi addition, your client acknowledges that the Government is not obligated and does not 
intend to file any downward departure sentencing motion under Section 5K1.1 of the Sentencing 
Guidelines, 1 8 U.S.C. Section 3553(e), or any post-sentence downward departure motion m this case 
pursuant to Rule 35(b) of the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure. 

5 Your client understands and agrees that your client will not be allowed to move to 
withdraw the guilty plea entered under this agreement solely because of the harshness of the sentence 
imposed. Such a motion to withdraw shall constitute a breach of this agreement. 

THR GOVERNMRNT'S QBT.TGATTQNS. ACKNOWLEDG MRNTS AND WAIVERS: 

6 This Office will request that the Court dismiss the pending indictment in this case at the 
time of sentencing. Your client, however, agrees and acknowledges that the charges to be dismissed 
at the time of sentencing were based in fact. 

General Conditions 

7 This letter sets forth the entire understanding between the parties and constitutes the 
complete plea agreement between your chent and the United States Attorney's Office for the Distnct 
of Columbia. This agreement supersedes all prior understandings, promises, agreements, or 
conditions, if any, between this Office and your client. 

8 This agreement only binds the United States Attorney's Office for the District of 
Columbia It does not bind any other United States Attorneys Office or any other office or agency 
of the United States Government, including, but not limited to, the Tax Division of the Umted States 
Department of Justice, the hitemal Revenue Service of the United States Department of the Treasury; 
or any state or local prosecutor. These individuals and agencies remain free to prosecute your client 
for any offense(s) committed within their respective jurisdictions. 
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9. There are no other agreements, promises, understandings or undertakings between your 
cUent and this Office . Your cUent understands and acknowledges that there can be no vaUd addition 
or alteration to this agreement unless the modification is made on the record in open Court or made 
in a writing signed by all of the parties.
